The 
threatened 
bituminous 
coal 


strike is virtually settled by tho action 
of the miners in substituting tho Perry 
resolution for tho Ryan resolution. The 
Ryan resolution required that no set- 
tlement be mado in any one district 
until tho operators from every part of 
the country hiid agreed with their em- 
ployes on a satisfactory wage fcenlc. 
The Perry resolution permits any bi- 
tuminous district to sign the 
1903 


e^sle, which Is au advance of 5.55 per 
cont. over the present scale, and re- 
main at work, or, having gone out on 
a strike, to resume. 


iVfnrxj- operators have already signi- 


fied their willingness to sign the 100^ 
scale. If this is done, and a largo per- 
centage of the bituminous mines con- 
tinue In operation, it is difficult to see 
how the remainder can 
hold 
out 


against the resulting situation, for the 
reason that in such event the demand 
for coal must soon exceed rhe supply 
and an advance In prices with corres- 
pondingly alluring gains must result. 
Tho most stubborn of the operators 
will be loath to remain idle and lose 
money when they can resume work 
nnd make handsome profits. The bi- 
tuminous situation may bo likened 
unto a big dam broken down in part.
